arrived at Manila on Satu rday to ne- 
iroti ite with the United States com- 
niis^i. fliers held a conference Monday 
iu (irningwith Messrs. Schu rman, Wor- 
Cestei-and Denby. They say that they are 
withou t power to bind the so-called 
Filipino government in any particu lar, 
and can only refer any resu lts of the 
pre'^eiit negotiations to Agu inaldo. 
Mami a, May 23.—Prof. Schu rman, 
head of the United States Philippine 
conmiission, su bmitted the following 
written iiropositions to the Filipinos: 
i 
“While the final decision as to the 
iu riii of government is in the hands of 
eongie>?i^, the president, u nder his mili­ 
tary powers, pending the action of con- 
giess, stands ready to offer the follow­ 
ing form of government: 
“A governor general, to be appointed 
by the president; a cabinet, to be ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; all the 
ju dges to be appointed by the presi­ 
dent; the heads of departments and 
ju dges to l>e either Americans or Fili­ 
pinos, or both; and also a general ad­ 
visor}' cou ncil, its members to be chosen 
by tlie people by a form of su ffrage to 
Ix* hereafter carefu lly determined u pon. 
“The president earnestly desires that 
bhKKlshed cease and that the people of 
the Philippines at an early date enjoy 
the largest measu re of self-government 
compatible with peace and order.” 
The United States commission pre­ 
pared the scheme and the president 
cablwlhis approval of the form of the 
docu ment. 
The Filipinos made no definite proposi­ 
tion, except for a cessation of hostili­ 
ties u ntil they can present the (pestion 
of jH‘aA‘e to the people. Prof. Scnu nnan 
told the Filipinos they had no means of 
gathering the people together as the 
Americans control most of the ports. 
He also reminded them that a libeial 
form of 
government was offered them 
and 4H)iiit(‘d ou t that it was better tlmn 
the conditions existing u nder Spanish 
ru le. 
Gozaga, president of the ^lipino com­ 
mission, reiu ied that nothing cou ld be 
worse than Si)anish ru le and admitted 
that the form of government proposed 
was liberal. 
The civilian members of the Fihpino 
commission deolined to co-operate with 
the other member of that commission, 
as the former considered Agninaldo’s 
latest demand to be preposterou s, after 
Major General Otis’ refu sal of an ar­ 
mistice, referring to his wish for time 
in order to consu lt the Filipino con­ 
gress. 
After a conference today with the 
United States commissioners the Fili­ 
pino commissioners will lu nch with 
Prof. Schu rman and will afterward 
visit the vessels composing the Ameri­ 
can fleet. 
Spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in Manila, the military 
opiTatioiis continu ed withou t u nabated 
vigor. 
The visitors were apparently ignorant 
or the tru e conditions of affairs here. 
Upon their arrival they were imme­ 
diately inu ndated with invitations cov­ 
ering both day and night and expressed 
su rprise at the condition of 
affairs 
within ou r lines. They had been led to 
believe that everything was chaotic and 
are delighted at the reception accorded 
them. 
Heports received from per^ns who 
had arrived from the interior indicated 
that no troops were left in the northern 
provinces. They were all drafted sou th 
after the ou tbreak of war. The villages 
on the west coast were almost deserted 
and the Ilocau os especially were desir­ 
ou s« if joining the Americans, if only 
for the pu rpose of cru shing the Tagalos. 
Many natives of the Bengu ot and Ilocis 
said that if the Americans had not ar­ 
rived civil war wou ld necessarily have 
ensu ed, owing to the friction between 
the Tagalos and the inhabitants of other 
provin{‘es. 
It was said the only Filipino troops 
left were 7 ,000 men u nder General 
bu na at Tarlec and abou t 4,000 u nder 
tieneral Pio del Pilar. Even these were 
haid to l>e demoralized and short of arms 
and su pplies. Many of their rifles were 
declared to be disabled, and the Fili­ 
pinos were u nable to repair them owing 
to the lack of mechanics and materials 
lor so doing.

They say that they are 
w ith o u t power to bind the so-called 
Filipino government in any particular, 
aud can only refer any results of the 
present negotiations to Aguinaldo. 
M a n ila, May 23.—Prof. Schurman, 
head of the United States Philippine i 
commission, submitted the following | 
written propositions to the Filipinos: 
) 
“While the final decision as to the 
form of government is in the hands of 
congress, the president, nuder his mili­ 
tary powers, pending the action of con­ 
gress, stands ready to offer the follow­ 
ing form of government: 
“A governor general, to be appointed 
by the president; a cabinet, to be ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; all the 
judges to be appointed by the presi­ 
dent; the heads of departments and 
judges to be either Americans or Fili­ 
pinos, or both; and also a general ad­ 
visory council, its members to be chosen 
by the people by a form of suffrage to 
be hereafter carefully determined upon 
“The president earnestly desires that 
bloodshed cease and that the people of 
the Philippines at an early date enjoy 
the largest measure of self-government 
compatible with peace and order.” 
The United States commission pre­ 
pared the scheme and the president 
cabled his approval of the form of the 
document. 
The Filipinos made no definite proposi­ 
tion, except for a cessation of hostili­ 
ties until they can present the question 
of peace to the people. Prof. Schurman 
told the Filipinos they had no means of 
gathering the people together as the 
Americans control most of the ports. 
He also reminded them that a liberal 
form of government was offered them 
and pointed out that it was better than 
the conditions existing under Spanish 
rule. 
Gozaga, president of the Filipino com­ 
mission, replied that nothing could be 
worse than Spanish rule and admitted 
that the form of government proposed 
was liberal. 
The civilian members of the Filipino 
commission dealined to co-operate with 
the other member of that commission, 
as the former considered Aguinaldo’s 
latest demand to be preposterous, after 
Major General Otis’ refusal of an ar­ 
mistice, referring to his wish for time 
in order to consult the Filipino con 
gress. 
After a conference today w ith the 
United States commissioners the Fib 
pino commissioners will lunch with 
Prof. Schurman and will afterward 
visit the vessels composing the Ameri­ 
can fleet. 
Spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in Manila, the military 
operations continued without unabated 
vigor. 
The visitors were apparently ignorant 
or the true conditions of affairs here. 
Upon their arrival they were imme­ 
diately inundated w ith invitations cov­ 
ering both day and night and expressed 
surprise at the condition of 
affairs 
within our lines. They had been led to 
believe that everything was chaotic and 
are delighted at the reception accorded 
them. 
Reports received from persons who 
had arrived from the interior indicated 
that no troops were left in the northern 
provinces. They were all drafted south 
af ter the outbreak of war. The villages 
ou the west coast were almost deserted 
and the llocanos especially were desir 
ous of joining the Americans, if only 
for the purpose of crushing the Tagalog. 
Many natives of the Benguot and Ilocis 
said that if the Americans had not ar­ 
rived civil war would necessarily have 
ensued, owing to the friction between 
the Tagalos and the inhabitants of other 
provinces. 
It was said the only Filipino troops 
left were 7,000 men under General 
Luna at Tarlec and about 4,000 under 
General Pio del Pilar. Even these were 
k&Ll to be demoralized and short of arms 
and supplies.

The military and civil elements of the 
American commission differ regarding 
the wisdom bf continuing the confer­ 
ences. the former adhering to their 
original demand for the unconditional 
surrender of the insurgents. 
The 
Filipino 
commissioners 
who 
arrived at Manila on Saturday to ne­ 
gotiate with the United States com­ 
missioners held a conference Monday 
morning with Messrs. Schurman, Wor­ 
cester and Denby. They say that they are 
without power to bind the so-called 
Filipino government in any particular, 
aud can only refer any results of the 
present negotiations to Aguinaldo. 
M anila, May 23.—Prof. Schurman, 
head of the United States Philippine 
commission, submitted the following 
written propositions to the Filipinos: 
“ While the final decision as to the 
form of government is in the hands of 
congress, the president, under his mili­ 
tary powers, pending the action of con­ 
gress, stands ready to offer the follow­ 
ing form of government: 
“A governor general, to be appointed 
by the president; a cabinet, to be ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; all the 
judges to be appointed by the presi­ 
dent; the heads of departments and 
judge* to be either Americans or Fili­ 
pinos, or both; and also a general ad­ 
visory council, its members to be chosen 
by the people by a form of suffrage to 
bt* hereafter carefully determined upon. 
“The president earnestly desires that 
bloodshed cease and that the people of 
the Philippines at an early date enjoy 
the largest measure of self-government 
compatible with peace and order.” 
The United States commission pre­ 
pared the scheme and the president 
cabled his approval of the form of the 
document. 
The Filipinos made no definite proposi­ 
tion, except for a cessation of hostili­ 
ties until they can present the question 
of peace to the people. Prof. Schurman 
told the Filipinos they had no means of 
gathering the people together as the 
Americans control most of the ports. 
He also reminded them that a liberal 
form of government was offered them 
and pointed out that it was better than 
the conditions existing under Spanish 
rule. 
Gozaga, president of the Filipino com­ 
mission, replied that nothing could be 
worse than Spanish rule and admitted 
that the form of government proposed 
was liberal. 
The civilian members of the Filipino 
commission deolined to co-operate with 
the other member of that commission, 
as the former considered Aguinaldo^ 
latest demand to be preposterous, after 
Major General Otis’ refusal of an ar­ 
mistice, referring to his wish for time 
iu order to consult the Filipino con­ 
gress. 
After a conference today with the 
United States commissioners the Fili­ 
pino commissioners will lunch with 
Prof. Schunnau and will afterward 
visit the vessels composing the Ameri­ 
can fleet. 
Spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in Manila, the military 
operations continued without unabated 
vigor. 
The visitors were apparently ignorant 
or the true conditions of affairs here. 
Upon their arrival they were imme­ 
diately inundated with invitations cov­ 
ering both day and night and expressed 
surprise at the condition of 
affairs 
within our lines. They had been led to 
believe that everything was chaotic aud 
an* delighted at the reception accorded 
them. 
Reports received from persons who 
had arrived from the interior indicated 
that no troops were left in the northern 
provinces. They were all drafted south 
af ter the outbreak of war. The villages 
on the west coast were almost deserted 
•and the Ilocanos especially were desir­ 
ous of joining the Americans, if only 
tor the purpose of crushing the Tagalog. 
Many natives of the Benguot and Ilocis 
said that if the Americans had not ar­ 
rived civil war would necessarily have 
ensued, owing to the friction between 
the Tagalos and the inhabitants of other 
provinces. 
it was said the only Filipino troops 
left were 7,000 men under General 
Luna at Tarlec and about 4,000 under 
General Pio del Pilar.

A DEMOCRATIC CONFERENCE. 


C all o f Stone and Joknson For a M eet­ 
in g at St. Louin Made P u b lic—Peek 
WHI Not A ttend.

treatment, so pro­ 
nounced vv as the feeling against getting 
farther away from the people. 
Two members of the ^committee pre­ 
sented the two proposed plans—one 
making the basis of representation 6,000 
communicants and the other making 
the basis 36 ministers iii the presby­ 
teries, instead of 
24 as at present. 
Colonel L. F. Hitchcock of the commit­ 
tee argued for the representation by 
synods, according to membership and 
declared that there was no doubt that 
672, the present membership of the 
assembly was far too large. 
It was 
plain 
from 
the 
interruptions 
that 
Colonel Hitchcock was on the unpopular 
side and when he*sat down expressions 
of 
the democratic spirit came out 
strongly aud profusely. 
“They call this a mob,” said Dr. 
Page of Topeka. 
“If it is a mob, God 
grant that there may be more such. God 
pity the Presbyterian church, with the 
bulk of the wealth of the United States 
in its coffers, if it can not afford a large 
assembly.” 
“The time has not come to reduce the 
assembly, and I hope it never will 
come,” cried Dr. George W. P. Birch of 
New York. 
“ We ought to keep as near 
the people as we can. 
The backwoods 
presbyteries now hold the balance of 
power. I don’t know what we would 
do without them, they hold the balance 
so true.” 
Impressed by the strength of the op­ 
position, a friend of reduced representa­ 
tion proposed to send the overture down 
to the presbyteries, asking their advice. 
The motion was laid on the table with 
i great alacrity. 
Dr. John W. Dinsmore of San Jose 
offered a substitute motion, thanking 
and discharging the committee and in­ 
definitely deferring the question of re­ 
duced representation. 
When the vote 
came there was a mighty yes aud a few 
feeble noes. The decision against an­ 
other part of the senate committee’s re­ 
port was closer. 
By a vote of 184 to 
168, the assembly decided not to increase 
from five to ten the number of minis­ 
ters necessary to constitute a presby­ 
tery. 
The judicial committee came in with 
reports on a number of matters, and 
was granted permission to refer to spe­ 
cial committees for trial such cases as 
required supreme adjudication. 
The 
appealed case of Herman Warsawiack, 
suspended for alleged gambling from the 
Fifth Avenue church, New York, two 
years ago, was referred to a commission. 
The Rev. Mr. Backus of Kansas, got a 
commission to try his appeal from the 
synod of that state. 
An appeal from the decision of the 
Indiana synod in the matter of unfer­ 
mented wine at the Lord’s Supper was 
sustaiued. The appeal of A. M. Mc- 
Oulloch of the synod of Baltimore was 
recommended to the consideration of the 
Baltimore synod. 
The appeal of Charles S. Lane, from 
the decision of the synod of New York, 
will be tried by a special commission. 
Dr. W. R. Kirkwood of Emporia, 
Kan., presented the report of the com­ 
mittee on the board of education. The 
report held that the expense of the 
board was not undue and that it could 
not be reduced without consolidation of 
boards, which was not wise. The stand­ 
ard of ministerial education was de­ 
clared not to be declining, and the day 
of shrinkage in the number of candi­ 
dates for the ministry was said to be in 
the past.

Charles F. Tripler demonstrated some 
of the effects of liquefied air in Chicker- 
ing hall, at New York, the other even­ 
ing and incidentally gave some of his 
critics a blowing np. 
He pulverized a 
frozen gcose egg and drew instrnctive 
parables about geese who stood in the 
way of the advancement of science. He 
pounded nails with hammers of frozen 
mercury and at the same time used a 
linguistic hammer upon his detractors. 
The persons who crowded Chickering 
ball did not shiver under the volume of 
absolute zero released, for the imagery 
of Mr. Tripler’s remarks was sufficient­ 
ly fervid. 
Grave men with spectacles, long lines 
of boarding school misses and many 
who nsnally go to the theater looked in 
wonder at the mysterious operations 
which Mr. Tripler conducted with tin 
saucepans, glasses and freezers of lique­ 
fied air. 
Mr. Tripler picked up a cluster of La 
ranee roses, put them in his ice cream 
I 'reezer and then ground the once deli­ 
cate blooms in bis fingers. 
They crac- 
ded like glass, and when he threw them 
the floor 
they were shattered as 
though they were porcelein. 
No odor 
of roses clung to them atilL 
He bounced rubber balls about the 
stage, rolled them in a saucepan of 
quefied air and 'amaahed them as 
though they were goldfish globes. 
Ap- 
iles, 
radishes, potatoes and oranges 
went 
through 
the same remarkable 
reatment. to the great wonderment of 
1 ibe spectators. 
Mr. Tripler placed a goose egg in a 
dean saucepan and poured liquefied aii 
over i t 
Tlfere followed a prodigious 
sixzling and boiling. 
“ This goose egg is not being boiled," 
said Mr. Tripler. 
“ It’s boiling the liq­ 
uefied air. 
It’s full of heat, but the 
iqnefied air w ill beat it just the same. 
There are some geese who think they 
can beat me. 
They can’t do it. any 
more than this egg can. 
‘There is Professor Henry Morton of 
Stevens institute. 
He says I’m trying 
to sell stock on this liquefied air and get 
the people’s money away from them. 
There is no stock for sale. 
He calls me 
a Keely. 
Well, he never came to my 
aboratory to see whether the pipes are 
above or under the ground. 
He can 
come any time he likes." 
Whereupon Mr. Tripler smashed the 
goose egg with a hammer, pounded it 
nto infinitesimal fragments and con- 
temptnously strewed the stage with it. 
Mi . Tripler placed a tin dipper in 
liquefied air and smashed it between his 
fingers. 
An old gentleman in the audi­ 
ence protested against snch extrava­ 
gance. 
The lecturer cooked a steak by freez­ 
ing it at a temperature of 3 12 degrees 
below zero and pounded it up with a 
mallet. 
He distributed the fossilized 
fragments among the audience. 
Mr. Tripler poured a few pounds of 
mercury into a paper mold, placed a 
handle in the fluid metal and filled in 
the liquid air. 
He tore away the paper 
two minutes later and drove a nail with 
the improvised hammer. 
The imple­ 
ment was passed around the house. 
“ 1 th in k," said the lecturer a few 
minutes later, “ that you had better 
bring back that hammer. 
It won’t 
keep." 
Flasks of liijuefied air, sections of 
ivoryized potatoes and all manner of 
curious objects were going the rounds 
at the same time. 
Many of the specta­ 
tors got cold fingers from handling the 
frozen objects. 
Mr. Tripler made an alcohol icicle 
and frapped a pint of Third avenue 
whisky. He swung fiom a trapeze sup­ 
ported by a bar of frozen mercury. 
He 
filled the hall with showers of frozen air. 
Then he poured liquid air into a tea­ 
kettle and set it boiling on a cake of 
ice. 
He transferred the kettle to a gas 
stove, poured on some water and ex­ 
tracted pieces of ice from a frost cov­ 
ered kettle while the fire blazed and 
spluttered in ineffectual raga 
“ There," said Mr. Tripler, “ those 
who know nothing about liquefied air 
would get out their 
logarithms and 
equations and say this couldn’t be 
done." 
He concluded 
his experiments by 
burning a piece of carbon in liquefied 
air, which filled a tumbler made of ica 
The ice was not melted. 
Mr. Tripler said that liqfiefied air 
was destined to be of great use in war- 
fara 
He said that the oxygen of the 
condensed air combined with a hydro­ 
carbon would form a powerful explosiva 
He showed some buret steel tubes in 
proof of thia 
“ The time w ill com e," said 
Mr. 
Tripler, 
“ when 
a warship traveling 
over the seas may make an explosive 
from the air throngh which it passes, 
5 0 pounds of which could annihilate 
another v e sse l"— New York Herald.

He Claim s Great Tse For Liquefied 


Air la W arfare. 
Charles F. Tripler demonstrated some 
of the effects of liquefied air in Chicker- 
ing hall, at New York, the other even 
tag and incidentally gave some of his 
critics a blowing up. He pulverized a 
frozen goose egg and drew instructive 
parables about geese who stood in the 
way of the advancement of science. He 
pounded nails with hammers of frozen 
mercury and at the same time used a 
linguistic hammer upon bis detractors 
The persons who crowded Chickering 
ball did not shiver under the volume of 
absolute zero released, for the imagery 
of Mr. Triplets remarks was sufficient 
ly fervid. 
Grave men with spectacles, long lines 
of boarding school misses and many 
who usually go to the theater looked in 
wonder at the mysterious operations 
which Mr. Tripler conducted with tin 
saucepans, glasses and freezers of lique­ 
fied air. 
Mr. Tripler picked up a cluster of La 
France roses, put them in his ice cream 
freezer and then ground the once deli­ 
cate blooms in his fingers. They crac­ 
kled like glass, and when he threw them 
to the floor they were shattered as 
though they were porcelain. No odor 
of rosea clang to them still. 
He bounced rubber balli about the 
stage, rolled them in a saucepan of 
liquefied air aud w ashed them as 
though they were goldfish globes. Ap­ 
ples, radishes, potatoes and oranges 
went through the same remarkable 
treatment, to the great wonderment of 
the spectators. 
Mr. Tripler placed a goose egg in a 
dean saucepan and poured liquefied ail 
over it There followed a prodigious 
■iaaling and boiling. 
“ This goose egg is not being boiled,” 
said Mr. Tripler. “ It’s boiling the liq­ 
uefied air. If s full of heat, but the 
liquefied air will beat it just the same. 
There are some geese who think they 
can beat me. They can’t do it, any 
more than this egg can. 
“ There is Professor Henry Morton ol 
Stevens institute. He says I’m trying 
to sell stock on this liquefied air and get 
the people’s money away from them 
There is no stock for sale. He calls me 
a Keely. 
Well, he never came to my 
laboratory to see whether the pipes are 
above or under the ground. He can 
come any time he likes.” 
Whereupon Mr. Tripler smashed the 
goose egg with a hammer, pounded it 
into infinitesimal fragments and con­ 
temptuously strewed the stage with it. 
Mi. Tripler placed a tin dipper in 
liquefied air and smashed it between his 
fingers. An old gentleman in the audi­ 
ence protested against such extrava­ 
gance. 
The lecturer cooked a steak by freez­ 
ing it at a temperature of 312 degrees 
below zero and pounded it up with a 
mallet. He distributed the fossilized 
fragments among the audience. 
Mr. Tripler poured a few pounds of 
mercury into a paper mold, placed a 
handle in the fluid metal and filled in 
the liquid air. He tore away the paper 
two minutes later and drove a nail with 
the improvised hammer. The imple­ 
ment was passed around the house. 
“ I think,” eaid the lecturer a few 
minutes later, “ that you had better 
bring back that hammer. 
It won’t 
keep.” 
Flasks of liquefied air, sections of 
ivoryized potatoes and all manner of 
carious objects were going the rounds 
at the same time. Many of the specta­ 
tors got cold fingers from handling the 
frozen objects. 
Mr. Tripler made an alcohol icicle 
and frapped a pint of Third avenue 
whisky. He swung fiom a trapeze sup­ 
ported by a bar of frozen mercury. He 
filled the hall with showers of frozen air. 
Then he poured liquid air into a tea­ 
kettle and set it boiling on a cake of 
ice. He transferred the kettle to a gas 
stove, poured on some water and ex- 
nracted pieces of ice from a frost cov­ 
ered kettle while the fire blazed and 
spluttered in ineffectual rage. 
‘There,” said Mr. Tripler, “ those 
who know nothing about liquefied air 
would get out their logarithms and 
equations and say this couldn’t be 
done.” 
He concluded his experiments by 
burning a piece of carbon in liquefied 
air, which filled a tumbler made of ice. 
The ice was not melted. 
Mr. Tripler said that liquefied air 
was destined to be of great nee in war­ 
fare. He said that the oxygen of the 
condensed air combined with a hydro­ 
carbon woald form a powerful explosive. 
He showed some baret steel tubes in 
proof of this. 
“ The time will come,” said Mr. 
Tripler. “ when a warship traveling 
over the seas may make an explosive 
from the air through which it passes, 
50 pounds of which could annihilate 
another vessel.”—New York Herald.

Charles E. Tripler Demonstrates 
Effects of His Discovery.

He C laim s G reat Tse F o r Liquefied 


A ir la W arfare. 
Charles F. Tripler demonstrated some 
of the effects of liquefied air in C ocker­ 
ing hall, at New York, the other even­ 
ing and incidentally gave some of his 
critics a blowing up. 
He pulverized a 
frozen gcose egg and drew instrnctive 
parables abont geese who stood in the 
way of the advancement of science. He 
pounded nails with hammers of frozen 
mercury and at the same time used a 
linguistic hammer upon bis detractors. 
The persons who crowded Cbickering 
ball did not shiver under the volume of 
absolute zero released, for the imagery 
of Mr. Tripier’s remarks was sufficient­ 
ly fervid. 
Grave men with spectacles, long lines 
of boarding school misses and many 
who usually go to the theater looked in 
wonder at the mysterious operations 
which Mr. Tripler conducted with tin 
saucepans, glasses and freezers of lique­ 
fied air. 
Mr. Tripler picked up a cluster of La 
France roses, put them in his ice cream 
freezer and then ground the once deli­ 
cate blooms in bis fingers. 
They crac­ 
kled like glass, and when he threw them 
to the floor they were shattered as 
though they were porcelein. 
No odor 
of roses clung to them still. 
He bounced rubber balls abont the 
•tage, rolled them in a saucepan of 
liquefied air and vmaahed them aa 
though they were goldfish globes. Ap­ 
ples, radishes, potatoes and oranges 
went through the same remarkable 
treatment, to the great wonderment of 
the spectators. 
Mr. Tripler placed a goose egg in a 
clean saucepan and poured liquefied ail 
over it There followed a prodigious 
sixzling and boiling. 
“This goose egg is not being boiled,” 
said Mr. Tripler. “It’s boiling the liq­ 
uefied air. It’s full of beat, but the 
liquefied air will beat it just the same. 
There are some geese who think they 
can beat me. They can’t do it, any 
more than this egg can. 
“ There is Professor Henry Morton of 
Stevens institute. 
He says I ’m trying 
to sell stock on this liquefied air and get 
the people’s money away from them. 
There is no stock for sale. 
He calls me 
a Keely. 
Well, he never came to my 
aboratory to see whether the pipes are 
above or under the gronnd. He can 
come any time he likes.” 
Whereupon Mr. Tripler smashed the 
goose egg with a hammer, pounded it 
into infinitesimal fragments and con­ 
temptuously strewed the stage with it. 
Mi. Tripler placed a tin dipper in 
iquefied air and smashed it between bis 
fingers. An old gentleman in the audi­ 
ence protested against such extrava­ 
gance. 
The lecturer cooked a steak by freez­ 
ing it at a temperature of 312 degrees 
below zero and pounded it up with a 
mallet. 
He distributed the fossilized 
fragments among the audience. 
Mr. Tripler poured a few pounds of 
mercury into a paper mold, placed a 
bandle in the fluid metal and filled in 
the liquid air. He tore away the paper 
two minutes later and drove a nail with 
the improvised hammer. 
The imple­ 
ment was passed around the house. 
I think,” said the lecturer a few 
mlnntes later, “ that yon had better 
wing back that hammer. 
It won’t 
keep. ” 
Flasks of liquefied air, sections of 
voryized potatoes and all manner of 
carious objects were going the ronnds 
at the same time. 
Many of the specta­ 
tors got cold fingers from handling the 
frozen objects. 
Mr. Tripler made an alcohol icicle 
and frapped a pint of Third avenue 
whisky. He swung fiom a trapeze sup- 
; )orted by a bar of frozen mercury. He 
I tiled the hall with showers of frozen air. 
Then he poured liquid air into a tea- 
cettle and set it boiling on a cake of 
ice. 
He transferred the kettle to a gas 
stove, poured on some water and ex­ 
tracted pieces of ice from a frost cov­ 
ered kettle while the fire blazed and 
spluttered in ineffectual rage. 
“ There,” said Mr. Tripler, “ those 
who know nothing about liquefied air 
woald get oat their logarithms and 
equations and say this conldn’t be 
done. ” 
He concluded his experiments by 
burning a piece of carbon in liquefied 
air, which filled a tumbler made of ice. 
The ice was not melted. 
Mr. Tripler said that liquefied air 
was destined to be of great use in war­ 
fare. 
He said that the oxygen of the 
condensed air combined with a hydro­ 
carbon woald form a powerful explosive. 
He showed some burst steel tubes in 
proof of this. 
“ The time will come,” said Mr. 
Tripler, “ when a warship traveling 
over the seas may make an explosive 
from the air through which it passes, 
50 pounds of which could annihilate 
another vessel.”—New York Herald.

Mexico and Central America, nuder 
th e blazing skies of Caba, Porto Rico 
and other W est India islands, across 
th e pampas of A rgentina Brazil and 
other South Am erican states, am id the 
densely populated areas of China. Brit 
iah East Indies and Japan and in the 
tangles of Africa the American wheel 
1. m aking its way. 
Even i» th e great 
m anufacturing countries of E°™ Pe; 
where workshops and skilled workmen 
abound, millions of dollars worth of 
Am erican b icy cle are sold each year 
D aring the fonr fiscal years 1896. 189*. 
1898 and 
1899 the exportations of 
Am erican bicycles am ount in round 
num bers to $20,000,000. 
T hat such large num bers of a ma 
chine requiring such high grades o. 
workm anship in its production should 
be continuously and successfully ex­ 
ported in com petition w ith the work­ 
t o p s of the most successful m anufac­ 
tu rin g countries of the world is a fact 
of 
which American 
workmen 
and 
Am ericans generally may justly feel 
croud. 
Four million dollars worth o 
Am erican bicycles will during the fis­ 
cal year about to end go to European 
countries—countries in which the m an­ 
ufacturing industries antedate by gen 
orations those of the United States. T 
France, w ith all her skilled workmen 
and ingenuity, exportations of' Am eri­ 
can bicycles in the fiscal year 1899 will 
be more than double in value those of 
1897, while the fact th at there has been 
a general lowering of prices indicates 
that in num bers the increase has been 
very much greater. 
To Germany the 
exportations of bicycles in 1899 will be 
60 per cent in excess of those of lb » ‘* 
though something less than those of 
1898. To other countries on the conti­ 
nent of Europe the bicycle exports of 
1899 are 50 per cent in excess of those 
of last year or the year before. 
To the 
United Kingdom the bicycle exports of 
the year are m aterially lese than those 
of 1898 as measured by values, though 
the fall in prices probably accounts 
for much of the apparent reduction as 
shown by the figures wbch give values 
exclusively and do not 
indicate the 
num ber of machines exported. 
One curious and interesting fact in 
regard to the exports of bicycles illus­ 
trates the general tendency of our ex­ 
port trade in m anufactures. This is the 
fact that a very large proportion of our 
ox ports of m anufactures go to m anu­ 
facturing countries. Tw o-thirds of our 
bicycles go to countries which make a 
specialty of m anufacturing, and this 
export to m anufacturing countries in­ 
creases rather than otherwise. 
It will 
be remembered th at predictions were 
acad© a year or two ago th at the ex* 
: pearls of bicycles to Japan would de 
crease as soon as the Japanese had ob­ 
tained sufficient num bers as models for 
their own factories and

T h a t such large num bers of a ma 
chine requiring such high grades of 
w orkm anship in its production should 
be continuously and successfully ex 
ported in com petition w ith the w ork­ 
shops of the most successful m anufac­ 
tu rin g countries of the world is a fact 
of 
which 
American 
workm en 
and 
A m ericans generally may justly feel 
proud. 
Four million dollars’ w orth of 
A m erican bicycles will d u rin g the fis­ 
cal year about to end go to European 
conntries— countries in which the m an ­ 
u fa ctu rin g industries antedate by gen­ 
erations those of the U nited States. To 
France, w ith all her skilled workmen 
and ingenuity, exportations of A m eri­ 
can bicycles in the fiscal year 1899 will 
be more than double in value those of 
1897. while the fact th a t there has been 
■ general lowering of prices indicates 
th a t in num bers the increase has been 
very m uch greater. 
To G erm any the 
exportations of bicycles in 1899 will be 
60 per cent in excess of those of 1897, 
though something less than those of 
1898. To other countries on the conti­ 
nen t of Europe the bicycle exports of 
1899 are 50 per cent in excess of those 
of last year or the year before.

ple. and a torch revealed that the walls 
were covered with painted symbols and 
characters.

Monte­ 
negro has been killed, and this is one of 
the elmentfi that mu st be considered in 
tstimating the length of time the pres- 
i>nt state of affairs will continu e. 
Having created a force he oou ld not 
control, Agu inaldo, in order t© hold his 
prestige and be in a position to reap 
any personal advantage in the settle­ 
ment of the difficu lty, was compelled 
to issu e another proclamation of eternal 
war and go on with the fight. 
It was 
the Katapu nans who organized the u p­ 
rising in Manila on Feb. 
2 2, and set 
the tires that bu rned so many hou ses 
and native hu ts in the Hanta Cru z, 
Tondo and San Nicholas district« , and 
it was they who set the torch to Mala- 
bon, Malolos and every village and 
town Jthey have evacu ated before the 
battle line of the Americans reached 
them. 
After the battle of Malabon I 
talked with half a dozen wou nded Fili­ 
pinos, and every one of them said he 
either had to fight or he wou ld be kill­ 
ed. 
A short distance from Malabon 23 
dead men were fou nd, each with bis 
bead nearly severed from his body, and 
nativea said they bad been killed by the 
Katapu nans for refu sing to fight. 
Yesterday I was with a scou ting 
party in the direction of Santa Maria, 
a town occu pied by abou t 500 insu rgent 
soldiers, near the foothills. 
1 had with 
me several copies of the proclamation 
issu ed by the American commissioners. 
We approached within half a mile of 
the town and within 500 yards of an 
insu rgent ou tpost. 
All the natives fled 
as we advanced, except one old man, 
who remained in his hou se. I gave him 
two of the proclamations, printed in 
Tagalog and Spanish, and asked him to 
see that they were taken to Santa 
Maria. He promised, bu t said the Kat- 
apu nans wou ld cu t his throat, and that 
they killed everybody who did anything 
to bring abou t peace. 
Nevertheless the insu rgent army is 
disintegrating. 
Noncombatants 
are 
coming throu gh the lines and retu rning 
to their homes or to where the cold 
ashes indicate the location of 
their 
foimer homes, and some of them freely 
admit that they have been soldiers, bnt 
against their will, which latter may not 
have been tru e in the beginning. 
Two 
days ago a well dressed and gentleman­ 
ly you ng mestizo came in. 
He talked 
good Eu glish and was a fair representa­ 
tive of the higher class Filipinos. 
He 
admitted, withou t hesitation, that he 
had been an officer in the Filipino army, 
bu t said he was convinced of the folly 
of fighting the Americans, and that the 
Filipinos wou ld be better off with the 
American au thority over them. I ^ said 
that if the Filipino soldiers only knew 
the tru th they wou ld desert and go 
home, bu t that they were told ou tia- 
geou a lies abou t the cru elty of the Amer­ 
ican. and foi a long time were made to 
believe that they were whipping u s and 
that many thou sands of onr men had 
been killed in battle or perished from 
exposnie to the su n. 
They knew now 
that they were beaten, bu t still thou ght 
that ou r los s e s exceeded theirs, and that 
we cou ld not stand the climate. I asked 
him why he did not tell them the tru th, 
and he simply said. “ Katapu nans.” 
shru gged his shou lders, drew bis hand 
across his throat and smiled. 
So this is the situ ation. 
The United 
States grasped the Philippine electric 
battery and cannot let go, and Agu in­ 
aldo grasped the poles of the revolu ­ 
tionary electric machine and cannot 
drop them. The leaders of this revolu ­ 
tion, except the fanatics that now con­ 
trol the original leaders, went into^tbis 
u iovement for 
peisonai gain. 
They 
wanted to force the United States into 
terms with them. or. in case oni gov­ 
ernment was blu ffed into recognizing 
their so called repu blic, they had it so 
fixed that it wou ld be a pu rely oligarch­ 
ical government, with themselves in 
control. Thev overshot the mark when 
thev u nloosed the force they now are 
u nable to control and are between the 
devil and the deep sea. 
However. 1 
think there will be no more seriou s 
fighting, that the insu rgent army will 
gradu ally disintegrate, that the Kata­ 
pnnans will steadily lose strength and 
power to terrify the people, even if they 
keep u p a gu errilla warfare 
and that a peace will be established by 
the time the rainy season sets in which 
a garrison of 20,000 men can maintain. 
The practical ending of the war 
o p the qu estion of the retu rn o 
the 
volu nteers, so dear to 
. - 
great majority of the soldiera I 
volu nteers that have fou ght this war. 
They have shown the ateadineee. co 
age and 
figh ting qna litie e 
of veterane 
I have talked with many regnlar offi­ 
cerà, h oth line and ataff. and they all 


agree in giving the credit to the volu n­ 
teers for the wonderfu l eu ccess^ every­ 
where. The men now want to go home. 
Not one w>ou ld have gone while there 
was real fighting to be done. They 
came here to fight and have staid will­ 
ingly beyond what they consider their 
term 
of 
enlistment, 
becau se 
they 
Ihou ght the government needed them. 
Now that the hard fighting is over and 
congress has given the government 
a 
new army amply aide to do all the mil­ 
itary vsork the volnnteers for the Span­ 
ish war want to be mu stered ou t as soon 
as enou gh of the new army can lie eent 
here t© take their places.

WOLVES SWARM IN CANADA. 


SrIAleTH. Lnnibermen » nd 
Aa» rnied b> Tbelr Increatif. 
An enormou s increase in the nnml>ec 
of wolves is reptirted from many |iarts 
of (Canada. 
The most common variety 
in Oiiiiada is the great gray wolf, and 
its reappearance in the lu mber districts 
of the u pper Ottawa has created a g<X)d 
deal of alarm among settlers and lu m- 
bermen in sparsely inhabited districts. 
A nu mber cf wolves have been de- 
stroyeil by poison, and the skins and 
head« of several have been brou ght to 
C^u ehec. The only cou iiiion poison fou nd 
strong enou gh to kill them is strych­ 
nine. Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
su blimate have all jiroved ineffective. 
Abou t two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, and covered with a coating ot 
grease. This is left with a portion of a 
deer's carcass or something of that kind. 
Variou s reasons are given for the 
present 
increa.se in the nu mber of 
wolves. Óne is nndou litedly the aboli­ 
tion of the Ixmu ty on their heads paid 
some time ago by the Canadian govern­ 
ment. 
in the Yu kon, where they are 
ju st now a sou rce of great annoyance 
to miners, the ferociou s beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here­ 
tofore by the decrease in the nu mber 
of u u Kise and caribou , which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thu s de­ 
priving the wolves of their cu stomary 
food. 
So dangerou s have they become 
in the Klondike that the government 
of Canada is now employing a part of 
its Northwest mou nted police force in 
poisoning them. 
In other parts of the 
cou ntry it is said to be the abnndance 
of game that is answerable for the re­ 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighlior- 
hood of civilization. 
The red deer, of 
which the wolves are particu larly fond 
and which fall an easy prey when over­ 
taken by them, have mu ltiplied exceed­ 
ingly all over the province of Qu ebec 
within the last year or two, so that in 
many parts of the cou ntry they have 
become a positive inju ry to farmers by 
feeding u pon their crops. This increase 
in the natu ral food of the wolves has 
dou btless had mu ch to do with the au g­ 
mentation of their own nu mbers. They 
follow the deer very frequ ently right 
ou t into the clearings, and u nless they 
are destroyed will not take long to de­ 
plete the cou ntry of game. It is a well 
known fact that mu ch of the su ffering 
and distress of the Montagnais Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequ ent decrease in their 
nu mber has been du e to the great havoc 
wrou ght by wolves among the carilwu 
u pon which they feed.—New York Hu n.

When the Fili- 
L e were rafted oat of their fermi- 
dable intrenchments defending Mala bon 
I d for a week were kept on the move, 
riving from captured trench to trench 
More the resistless and unceasing ad­ 
v ic e of the Americans, until even the 
heavily defended Malolos, the capital of 
the so called republic, was taken, with 
the insatiable foe still pushing on in 
rmrsnit, thev recognized the utter hope­ 
lessness of fighting those men in blue 
and brown and kaki, whom bullets 
could not stop or a torrid sun overcome. 
By the putative president, as well as 
the most ignorant private in the ranks, 
this knowledge has been acquired in the 
deadly hail of battle. They have been 
routed, driven from their strongholds 
and sen t flying into the wilderness by 
an enemy armed with inferior weapons. 
but possessing superior courage and 
military skill. That the commander in 
chief knows it is amply shown by his 
order not to fight a battle, but to retire 
and begin a guerrilla warfare, and that 
the barefooted soldiers and the better 
clothed minor offiers know it ie learned 
from the wounded and prisoners that 
fall into our hands and the many de­ 
serters who are daily returning to their 
homes to resume the arts of peace. All 
these agree that they have had enough 
of war, that it has been a continued 
story of slaughter and defeat, that suc­ 
cess against the Americans is impossi­ 
ble and that the great majority of the 
men under arms won Id surrender if they 
dared. 
It is believed that even the majority 
of the learers would stop fighting if they 
dared. Here is the chief difficulty and 
the one that is going to be a continued 
source of annoyance and disquiet. There 
has been set in motion a force that can­ 
not be controlled until it wean itself 
out Even those who nursed and fed it 
cannot now check it. A reign of terror 
exists within the insurrect lines. The 
minority is terrorizing the majority be­ 
cause the minority is organized into bn 
oath bound society and is fanatical and 
cruel, while the majority is peace lov­ 
ing and timid. The Katapunans threat­ 
en death to all who will not fight and do 
not hesitate to execute their threats. 
There has for years existed a secret 
brotherhood known aa the Katapunans, 
a political organization resorting to the 
methods used by the Kuklnx Klan of 
unsavory memory in our own country 
and using the same mystic symbol, 
"K. K. K. ” Not politics alone, bot 
financial gain and other considerations, 
prompted the members of this order to 
deeds of murder, robbery and arson. 
The leaders of the revolntion combined 
with this society and for the time be­ 
ing, at least, succeeded in making it 
their chief agent and support. During 
the months when the Americans were 
lying idle in Manila, awaiting the ac­ 
tion of the peace commission, the sen­ 
ate and the administration, this society 
was busy recruiting its strength from 
among the young and reckless and irre­ 
sponsible Filipinos until it 
became 
strong enough to make the entire popu­ 
lace bow to its will and fear its venge­ 
ance. Throughout the city every able­ 
bodied man was listed and made to 
give in his adherence to the revolution. 
Even the servants of white families, to 
whom they were attached because of 
bind and generous treatment, were reg­ 
istered as revolutionary soldiers and 
feared to make protest. 
The Filipinos 
who drove officers’ carriages, were their 
personal servants, did their washing or 
cooked in their kitchens, as well as 
ethers who worked in company kitchens 
r about the hospitals, were either Ka- 
tapunans themselves or so feared them 
bat, when the time came for action, 
ibey deserted their posts to a man, 
stealing what they could, including all 
the clothing in the hands of the laun- 
rymen. Many of them were found 
ead in the trenches on the day of the 
“ 8 fight around Manila. 
It was dread of the secret and swift 
Bean ce of this society that enabled 
guinaldo to collect bis taxes in every 
°use in Manila. The Americans col­ 
leted the regular taxes only where 
. eir military authority extended, but

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This is the fence ttfie revolutionary 
benders have set in motion and which 
now holds them in tis relentless grasp 
There is not wanting evidence that its 
strength was tested by Aguinaldo im­ 
mediately after the failure of hisattack 
on Manila and his disastrous defeat at 
Caloocan showed him his inability to 
fight the Americans successfully There 
were rumors that Aguinaldo 'oed been 
deposed because be sent emissaries to 
General Otis to consult about peace, and 
that Montenegxo bad been made com­ 
mander of tlteiarmy. This proved not 
to be wholly feme, but it appears that 
Montenegro, an ardent revolutionist, 
though but a bellboy at the Lala hotel 
before the war, had the Katapunans 
behind him, and was strong enough to 
dictate the policy of the president, who 
had either to go on with the war or be­ 
come a refugee himself, with the possi­ 
bility cf Katapnnan vengeance seeking 
him out wherever he might ge. Monte­ 
negro has been killed, and this is one of 
the elmente that must be considered in 
kstimating the length of time the pres­ 
ent state of affairs will continue. 
Having created a force he oonld not 
control, Aguinaldo, in order to hold hie 
prestige and be in a position to reap 
any personal advantage in the settle­ 
ment of the difficulty, was compelled 
to issue another proclamation of eternal 
war and go os with the fight. It was 
the Katapunans who organized the up­ 
rising in Manila on Feb. 22, and set 
the tires that burned so many houses 
and native buts in the Santa Cruz, 
Tondo and San Nicholas districts, and 
it was they who set the torch to Mala- 
bon, Malolos and every village and 
town Jfchey have evacuated before the 
battle line of the Americans reached 
them. 
After the battle of Malabon I 
talked with half a dozen wounded Fili­ 
pinos, and every one of them said he 
either had to fight or he would be kill­ 
ed. A short distance from Malabon 23 
•dead men were found, each with his 
head nearly severed from his body, and 
natives said they had been killed by the 
Katapunans for refusing to fight. 
Yesterday I was with a scouting 
party in the direction of Santa Maria, 
a town occupied by about 500 insurgent 
soldiers, near the foothills. I had with 
me several copies of the proclamation 
issued by the American commissioners. 
We approached within half a mile of 
the town and within 500 yards of an 
insurgent outpost. All the natives fled 
as we advanced, except one old man, 
who remained in his house. I gave him 
two of the proclamations, printed in 
Tagalog and Spanish, and asked him to 
see that they were taken to Santa 
Maria. He promised, but said the Kat­ 
apunans would cut his throat, and that 
they killed everybody who did anything 
to bring about peace. 
Nevertheless the insurgent army is 
disintegrating. 
Noncombatants 
are 
coming through the lines and returning 
to their homes or to where the cold 
ashes indicate the location of their 
foimer homes, and some of them freely 
admit that they have been soldiers, but 
against their will, which latter may not 
have been true in the beginning. Two 
days ago a well dressed and gentleman­ 
ly young mestizo came in. He talked 
good English and was a fair representa­ 
tive of the higher class Filipinos. He 
admitted, without hesitation, that he 
had been an officer in the Filipino army, 
but said he was convinced of the folly 
of fighting the Americans, and that the 
Filipinos would be better off with the 
American authority over them. Ifc said 
that if the Filipino soldiers only knew 
the truth they would desert and go 
home, but that they were told outia- 
geous lies about the cruelty of the Amer­ 
ican, and for a long time were made to 
believe that they were whipping us and 
that many thousands of our men had 
been killed in battle or perished from 
exposuie to the ann. They knew now 
that they were beaten, but still thought 
that our losses exceeded theirs, and that 
we could not stand the climate. I asked 
him why he did not tell them the truth, 
and he simply said, “ Katapunans,’ 
shrugged his shoulders, drew bis hand 
across his throat and smiled. 
So this is the situation. The United 
States grasped the Philippine electric 
battery and cannot let go, and Aguin­ 
aldo grasped the poles of the revolu­ 
tionary electric machine and cannot 
drop them. The leaders of this revolu­ 
tion, except the fanatics that now con­ 
trol the original leaders, went into this 
movement for 
personal gain. 
They 
wanted to force the United States into 
terms with them, or, in case oui gov­ 
ernment was bluffed into recognizing 
their so called republic, they had it so 
fixed that it would be a purely oligarch­ 
ical government, with themselves in 
control. They overshot the mark when 
thev unloosed the force they now are 
unable to control and are between the 
devil and the deep sea. However, I 
think there will be no more serious 
fighting, that the insurgent army will 
gradually disintegrate, that 
punans will steadily lose 
power to terrify the people, even if they 
keep up a guerrilla warfare for aJ*™®’ 
and that a peace will be established by 
the time the rainy season sets in whien 
a garrison of 20,000 men can maintain. 
The practical ending of the war 
ap the question of the retain of the 
volunteers, bo deer to tho heertof the 
greet majority of the soldiers It is the 
volunteers that have fought tbia 
• 
They have shown the steadiness, 
age and fighting qualities of Vfctfcr® ^ 
I have talked with many W * 1®* °® 
cera. both line and staff, and they all 


agree in giving the credit to the volun­ 
teers for the wonderful successes every­ 
where. The men now wast to go home. 
Not one would have gone while there 
was real fighting to be done. They 
came here to fight and have staid will­ 
ingly beyond what they consider their 
term

enlistment, 
because they 
thought the government needed them. 
Now that the hard fighting is over and 
congress has given the government a 
new army amply aide to do all the mil­ 
itary work the volunteers for the Span­ 
ish war want to be mustered out as soon 
as enough of the new army can be sent 
here to take their places.

WOLVES SWARM IN CANADA. 


Settler*. Lum berm en 
and 
H unter* 
JLI armed by T heir Increase. 
An enormous increase in the number 
of wolves is reported from many parts 
of Canada. The most common variety 
in Canada is the great gray wolf, and 
its reappearance in the lumber districts 
of the upper Ottawa has created a good 
deal of alarm among settlers and lum­ 
bermen in sparsely inhabited district*. 
A number cf wolves have been de­ 
stroyed by poison, and the skins and 
heads of several have been brought to 
Quebec. The only common poison found 
strong enough to kill them is strych­ 
nine. Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
sublimate have all proved ineffective. 
About two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, and covered with a coating ut 
grease. This is left with a portion of a 
deer s carcass or something of that kind. 
Various reasons are given for the 
present increase in the number of 
wolves. One is undoubtedly the aboli­ 
tion of the bounty on their heads paid 
some time ago by the Canadian govern­ 
ment. 
Iii the Yukon, where they are 
just now a source of great annoyance 
to miners, the ferocious beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here­ 
tofore by the decrease in the number 
of moose and caribou, which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thus de­ 
priving the wolves of their customary 
food. So dangerous have they become 
in the Klondike that the government 
of Canada is now employing a part of 
its Northwest mounted police force in 
poisoning them. In other parts of the 
country it is said to be the abundance 
of game that is answerable for the re­ 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighbor­ 
hood of civilization. The red deer, of 
which the wolves are particularly fond 
and which fall an easy prey when over­ 
taken by them, have multiplied exceed­ 
ingly all over the province of Quebec 
within the last year or two. so that in 
many parts of the country they have 
become a positive injury to farmers by 
feeding upon their crops. This increase 
in the natural food of the wolves has 
doubtless had much to do with the aug­ 
mentation of their own numbers. They 
follow the deer very frequently right 
out into the clearings, and unless they 
are destroyed will not take long to de­ 
plete the country of game. It is a well 
known fact that much of the suffering 
and distress of the Montagnais Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequent decrease in their 
number bas been due to the great havoc 
wrought by wolves among the caribou 
upon which they feed.—New York Hun.

heavily defended Malolos, the capital of 
the bo called republic, was taken, w ith 
the insatiable foe still pushing on in 
pnrsnit. they recognized the ntter hope­ 
lessness of fighting those men in blue 
and brown and 
kaki, whom bullets 
ennui not stop or a torrid sun overcome. 
By the putative president, as well as 
the most ignorant private in the ranks, 
this knowledge has been acquired in the 
deadly hail of battle. 
They have been 
rented, driven from their strongholds 
and sent flying into the wilderness by 
an enemy armed w ith inferior weapons.

ing and timid. The Katapunans threat­ 
en death to all who w ill not fight and do 
not hesitate to execute their threats. 
There has for years existed a secret 
brotherhood known as the Katapunans, 
a political organization resorting to the 
methods used by the K uklux Klan of 
unsavory memory in our own country 
aud using the same m ystic symbol, 
“K. K. K. ” 
Not politics alone, bat 
financial gain and other considerations, 
prompted the members of this order to 
deeds of murder, robbery and arson. 
The leaders of the revolution combined 
with this society and for the tim e be­ 
ing, at least, succeeded in m aking it 
their chief agent and support 
During 
the months when the Am ericans were 
lying idle in Manila, aw aiting the ac­ 
tion of the peace commission, the sen­ 
ate and the administration, this society 
was busy recruiting its strength from

This is the force The revolhu<*uttry 
leaders have set in motion and which 
now holds them in rts relentless grasp. 
There is not wanting evidence that its 
strength was tested by Aguinaldo im ­ 
mediately after tbe failure of his,attack 
on Manila and bis disastrous defeat at 
( aloocan showed him his inability to 
fight the Americans successfully There 
were rn more that Aguinaldo ami been 
deposed because be sent emissaries to 
General Otis to consult about peace, and 
that Monteuegno had been made com­ 
mander of the .army. 
This proved not 
to be wholly true, but it appears that 
Montenegro, an ardent revolutionist. 
ti..ugh but « bellboy at the Lala hotel 
before the war, had the Katapunans 
behind him, and was strong enough to 
dictate the policy of the president, who 
had either to go on with the war or be­ 
come a refugee himself, with Dhe possi­ 
bility cf Katapunan vengeance seeking 
him out wherever he might ga Monte­ 
negro has been killed, and this iH one of 
the elmente that must be considered in 
Kstimating the length of time the pres­ 
ent state of affairs will continue. 
H aving created a force he ooh Id not 
control, Aguinaldo, in order t© hold hie 
prestige and be in a position to reap 
any personal advantage in the settle­ 
ment of the difficulty, was compelled 
to issue another proclamation of eternal 
war aud go on with the fight. 
It was 
the Katapunans who organized the up­ 
rising in Manila on Feb. 22, aud set 
the fires that burned so many houses 
and native huts in the Santa Cruz, 
Tondo and Hail Nicholas districts, and 
it was they who set the torch to Mala- 
bon, Malolos and every village and 
town Jthey have evacuated before the 
battle line of the Americans reached 
them. 
After tbe battle of Malabon I 
talked with half a dozen wounded F ili­ 
pinos, and every one of them said he 
either had to fight or he would be k ill­ 
ed. 
A short distance from Malabon 23 
dead men were found, each with bis 
bead nearly severed from bis body, and 
natives said they bad been killed by the 
Katapunans for refusing to fight 
Yesterday I was with a scouting 
party in the direction of Santa Maria, 
a town occupied by about 500 insurgent 
soldiers, near the foothills. 
I bad w ith 
me several copies of the proclamation 
issued by the American commissioners. 
We approached w ithin half a m ile of 
the town and w ithin 500 yards of an 
insurgent outpost. 
All the natives fled 
as we advanced, except one old man, 
who remained in bis house. I gave him 
two of the proclamations, printed in 
Tagalog and Hpanish, and asked him to 
see that they were 
taken 
to Santa 
Maria. He promised, bat said tbe Kat- 
apnnans would cut his throat, and that 
they killed everybody who did anything 
to bring about peace. 
Nevertheless tbe insurgent army is 
disintegrating. 
Noncombatants 
are 
com ing through the lines and returning 
to their homes or to where the cold 
ashes indicate tbe locaticn of 
their 
former homes, and some of them freely 
admit that they have been soldiers, bat 
against their will, which latter may not 
have been true in the beginning. 
Two 
days ago a well dressed and gentlem an­ 
ly young mestizo came in. 
He talked 
good English and was a fair representa­ 
tive of the higher class Filipinos. 
He 
admitted, without hesitation, that he 
had been an officer in the Filipino army, 
but said he was convinced of the folly 
of fighting the Americans, and that the 
Filipinos would be better off w ith the 
American authority over them. Ite said 
that if the Filipino soldiers only knew 
tbe truth they would desert and go 
home, but that they were told outra­ 
geous lies about the cruelty of the Amer­ 
ican, and for a long tim e were made to 
believe that they were whipping us and 
that many thousands of our men had 
been killed in battle or perished from 
exposale to the sun. 
They knew now 
that they were beaten, but still thought 
that our losses exceeded theirs, and that 
we could not stand the climate. I asked 
him why he did not tell them the truth, 
and he sim ply said, 
“ K atapunans,” 
shrugged his shoulders, drew his hand 
across his throat and smiled. 
So this is the situation. 
The United 
States grasped the Philippine electric 
battery and cannot let go, and A guin­ 
aldo grasped the poles of the revolu­ 
tionary electric machine and cannot 
drop them. 
The leaders of this revolu­ 
tion, except the fanatics that now con­ 
trol the original leaders, went into this 
movement for 
personal gain. 
They 
wanted to force the United States into 
terms with them, or, in case our gov­ 
ernment was bluffed into recognizing 
their so called republic, they had it so 
fixed that it would be a purely oligarch­ 
ical government, with themselves in 
control. They overshot the mark when 
they unloosed the force they now are 
unable to control and are between the 
devil and the deep sea. 
However, I 
think there w ill be 
do more serious 
fighting, that the insurgent army w ill 
gradually disintegrate, that the K ata­ 
punans w ill steadily lose strength and 
power to terrify the people, even if they 
keep up a guerrilla warfare for a time, 
and that a peace will be established by 
the tim e the rainy season sets in which 
a garrison of 20,000 men can maintain. 
The practical ending of the war brings 
up the question of the return of the 
volunteers, so dear to the heart of the 
great m ajority of tbe soldier* It is tho 
volunteers that have fought this war 
They have shown the steadiness, coni 
age and fighting qualities of veterans 
I have talked with many regular offi­ 
cers, both line and staff, and they all 


agree in giving the credit to tbe volun­ 
teers for th* wonderful successes every­ 
where. The men now w a st to go home. 
Not one wv»u)d have gone while there 
was real fighting to be done. 
They 
came here to fight and have staid w ill­ 
ingly beyond what they consider their 
term 
of 
enlistment, 
because 
they 
thought the government needed them. 
Now that the hard fighting is over and 
(•(ingress has given the government a 
uew army amply able to do all the m il­ 
itary work the volunteers for the Span­ 
ish war want to be mustered out as soon 
as enough of the new army can be sent 
here It take their places. 


WOLVES SWARM IN CANAOA. 


S fltlfm . I.om herm rn 
And

An enormous increase in the number 
of wolves is reported from many parts 
of Canada. 
The most common variety 
in Canada is the great gray wolf, and 
its reappearance in the lumber districts 
of the upper Ottawa has created a good 
deal of alarm among settlers and lum ­ 
bermen in sparsely inhabited districts. 
A number cf wolves have been de­ 
stroyed by poison, and the skins and 
heads of several have been brought to 
(Quebec. Tbe only common poison found 
strong enough to kill them is strych­ 
nine. 
Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
sublimate have all proved ineffective. 
Attent two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, aud covered with a coating of 
grease. 
This is left w ith a portion of a 
deer s carcass or something of that kind. 
Various reasons are given for the 
present 
increase in 
tile number of 
wolves. 
One is undoubtedly the aboli­ 
tion of the bounty on their heads paid 
some time ago by the Canadian govern­ 
ment. 
Iii the Yukon, where they are 
Just now a source of great annoyance 
to miners, the ferocious beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here 
tofore by the decrease in tbe number 
of moose and caribou, which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thus de­ 
priving tbe wolves of their customary 
food. 
So dangerous have they become 
in tbe Klondike that the government 
of Canada is now em ploying a part of 
its Northwest mounted police force in 
poisoning them. 
In other parts of the 
country it is said to be tbe abundance 
of game that is answerable for the re­ 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighbor­ 
hood of civilization. 
The red deer, of 
which tbe wolves are particularly fond 
and which fall an easy prey when over­ 
taken by them, have m ultiplied exceed­ 
ingly all over the province of Quebec 
within the last year or two. so that in 
many parts of the country they have 
become a positive injury to farmers by 
feeding upon their crops. This increase 
in the natural food of the wolves ha? 
doubtless had much to do with the aug­ 
mentation of their own numbers. They 
follow tbe deer very frequently right 
out into the clearings, and unless they 
are destroyed w ill not take long to de­ 
plete the country of game. 
It is a well 
known fact that much of the suffering 
and distress of the M ontagnais Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequent decrease iii their 
number has been due to the great havoc 
wrought by wolves among the caribou 
upon which they feed.— New York Bun.

The m ilitary and civil elem ents of the 
American commission differ regarding

The 
Filipino 
comm issioners 
who 
arrived at Manila on Saturday to ne­ 
gotiate with the U nited States com­ 
missioners held a conference Monday 
morning w ith Messrs. Schtirm au, W or­ 
cester and Denby. They say th at they are 
w ith o u t power to bind the so-called 
Filipino governm ent in any particular, 
aud can only refer any results of the 
present negotiations to Aguinaldo. 
M a nila, M ay 23.—Prof. Schurm au, 
head of the U nited States Philippine i 
commission, subm itted the following | 
written propositions to Hie Filipinos: 
J 
“ While the final decision as to th e ' 
form of governm ent is in the hands of 
congress, the president, under his mili­ 
tary powers, pending the action of con­ 
gress, stands ready to offer the follow­ 
ing form of governm ent: 
“A governor general, to be appointed 
by the president; a cabinet, to be ap­ 
pointed by the governor general; all the 
judges to be appointed by the presi­ 
dent; the heads of departm ents and 
judges to be either Am ericans or Fili­ 
pinos, or both; and also a general ad­ 
visor}’ council, its m em bers to be chosen 
by the people by a form of suffrage to 
bi- hereafter carefully determ ined upon. 
“The president earnestly desires that 
bloodshed cease aud th at the people of 
the Philippines at an early date enjoy 
the largest m easure of self-government 
compatible w ith peace and order.” 
The United States commission pre­ 
pared the scheme and the president 
cabled his approval of the form of the 
document. 
The Filipinos made no definite proposi­ 
tion, except for a cessation of hostili­ 
ties until they can present the question 
of peace to the people. Prof. Schurm au 
told the Filipinos they had no m eans of 
gathering the people together as the 
Americans control m ost of the ports. 
He also rem inded them th at a liberal 
form of governm ent was offered them 
aud pointed out th at it was better than 
the conditions existing under Spanish 
rule. 
Gozaga, president of the Filipino com­ 
mission, replied th at nothing could be 
worse than Spanish rule and adm itted 
that the form of governm ent proposed 
was liberal. 
The civilian m em bers of the Filipino 
commission deoliued to co-operate w ith 
tho other m em ber of th at commission, 
as the former considered A guinaldo^ 
latest demand to be preposterous, after 
Major General O tis’ refusal of an a r­ 
mistice, referring to his wish for tim e 
in order to consult the Filipino con­ 
gress. 
Atter a conference today w ith the 
United States commissioners the Fili­ 
pino commissioners will lunch w ith 
Prof. Schurmau and will afterw ard 
visit the vessels composing the Am eri­ 
can fleet. 
Spite of the presence of the Filipino 
commissioners in M anila, the m ilitary 
operations continued w ithout unabated 
vigor. 
The visitors were apparently ignorant 
or the true conditions of affairs heft. 
Upon their arrival they were imm e­ 
diately in undated w ith invitations COV 
eriug both «lay and night and exp ressed 
surprise at the condition of 
affairs 
within our lines. 
They had been led to 
believe that everything was chaotic and 
art- delighted at the reception accorded 
them. 
Reports received from persons who 
hail arrived from the interior indicated 
that no troops wTere left in the northern 
provinces. 
They w’ere all drafted south 
alter tin* outbreak of war. 
The villages 
on the west coast were alm ost deserted 
and the llocanos especially were desir­ 
ous t,f joining the Americans, if only 
for the purpose of crushing the Tagalog. 
Many natives of the Beuguot and Ilocis 
''aid that if the Am ericans had not ar 
lived civil war would necessarily have 
ensued, owing to the friction between 
the Tagalog and the inhabitants of other 
pr< winces, 
It was said the only Filipino troops 
left were 7,000 m en under General 
buna at Tarise aud about 4,000 under 
General H o del Pilar. Even these were 
said to be demoralized aud short of arm s 
and supplies. 
M any of their rifles were 
declared to be disabled, and the Fili­ 
pinos were unable to repair them owing 
to the lack of m echanics and m aterials 
for so doing. 
A coasting steam er which arrived re­ 
ported that the Spanish garrison at 
Zamboanga, Island of M indanao, was 
held by the rebels in m uch th® 


m anner as m e Americans neia mein 
while they were iii the vicinity of Ma­ 
nila. 
Every night the Spaniards were 
subjected to an ineffectual fusilade and, 
It was said, if they were not soon re­ 
lieved they w’ould be reduced to the con­ 
dition of the Spanish garrison at Doilo 
previous to its evacuation.

Once D elica te Bloom * C rackled Like 
Glaa* W hen He T hrew Them to the 
F loor—Paaaed IvoryU ed P otatoes. 
He Claim* Great 1'ae F or Liquefied 
Air la W arfare. 
Charles F. Tripler demonstrated some 
of the effects of liquefied air in d ic k e r­ 
ing hall, at New York, the other even­ 
ing and incidentally gave some of his 
critics a blowing up. 
He pulverized a 
frozen goose egg and drew instructive 
parables about geese who stood in the 
way of the advancement of science. He 
pounded nails with hammers of frozen 
mercury and at the same tim e used a 
inguistic hammer upon his detractors. 
The persons who crowded d ic k e rin g 
ia ll did not shiver under the volume of 
absolute zero released, for the imagery 
of Mr. Tripler’s remarks was sufficient* 
y fervid. 
Grave men with spectacles, long lines 
of boarding school misses and many 
who usually go to the theater looked in 
wonder at the mysterious operations 
which Mr. Tripler conducted with tin 
saucepans, glasses and freezers of lique­ 
fied air. 
Mr. Tripler picked up a cluster of La 
France roses, put them in his ice cream 
freezer and then ground the once deli­ 
cate blooms in his fingers. 
They crac­ 
kled like glass, and when he threw them 
to the floor they were shattered as 
though they were porcelcin. 
No odor 
of roses clung to them still. 
He bounced rubber balls about the 
stage, rolled them in a saucepan of 
liquefied air and 'smashed them as 
though they were goldfish globes. 
Ap­ 
ples, radishes, potatoes and oranges 
went through the same remarkable 
treatment, to the great wonderment of 
the spectators. 
Mr. Tripler placed a goose egg in a 
clean saucepan and poured liquefied ail 
over it 
There followed a prodigious 
sizzling and boiling. 
“ This goose egg is not being boiled,” 
said Mr. Tripler. 
“ I t’s boiling the liq­ 
uefied air. 
I f s full of heat, but the 
liquefied air will beat it just the same. 
There are some geese who think they 
can beat me. 
They can’t do it, any 
more than this egg can. 
“ There is Professor Henry Morton of 
Stevens institute. 
He says I ’m trying 
to sell stock on this liquefied air and get 
the people’s money away from them. 
There is no stock for sale. 
He calls me 
a Keely. 
Well, he never came to my 
laboratory to see whether the pipes are 
above or under the ground. 
He can 
come any time he likes.” 
Whereupon Mr. Tripler smashed the 
goose egg with a hammer, pounded it 
into infinitesimal fragments and con­ 
temptuously strewed the stage with it. 
Mi. Tripler placed a tin dipper in 
liquefied air and smashed it between his 
fingers. An old gentleman in the audi­ 
ence protested against such extrava­ 
gance. 
The lecturer cooked a steak by freez­ 
ing it at a tem perature of 812 degrees 
below zero and pounded it up with a 
mallet. 
He distributed the fossilized 
fragments among the audience. 
Mr. Tripler poured a few pounds of 
mercury into a paper mold, placed a 
handle in the fluid metal and filled in 
the liquid air. He tore away the paper 
two minutes later and drove a nail with 
the improvised hammer. 
The imple­ 
ment was passed around the house. 
“ I th in k ,” said the lecturer a few 
minutes later, “ that you had better 
bring back that hammer. 
It won t 
keep. 
Flasks of liquefied air, sections of 
ivoryized potatoes and all manner of 
carious objects were going the rounds 
at the same time. 
Many of the specta­ 
tors got cold fingers from handling the 
frozen objects. 
Mr. Tripler made an alcohol icicle 
and frapped a pint of Third avenue 
whisky. He swung from a trapeze sup­ 
ported by a bar of frozen mercury. He 
filled the hall with showers of frozen air. 
Then he poured liquid air into a tea­ 
kettle and set it boiling on a cake of 
ice. 
He transferred the kettle to a gas 
stove, poured on some water and ex­ 
tracted pieces of ice from a frost cov­ 
ered kettle while the fire blazed and 
spluttered in ineffectual rage. 
“ There,” said Mr. Tripler, “ those 
who know nothing about liquefied air 
would get out their logarithms and 
equations and say this couldn't be 
done. ” 
He concluded his experiments by 
burning a piece of carbon in liquefied 
air, which filled a tumbler made of ice. 
The ice was not melted. 
Mr. Tripler said that liquefied air 
was destined to be of great use in w ar­ 
fare. 
He said that the oxygen of the 
condensed air combined with a hydro­ 
carbon would form a powerful explosive. 
He showed some burst steel tubes in 
proof of this. 
“ The tim e will come,” said Mr. 
Tripler, “ when a warship traveling 
over the seas may make an explosive 
from the air through which it passee, 
60 pounds of which could annihilate 
another v e s s e l ” — New York Herald.

General Greely recently made the 
first authoritative statement as to the 
progress making in the development of 
wireless telegraphy under the auspices 
of the United States signal corps. 
The 
important conclusion 
is reached by 
General Greely that the wireless system 
is not likely to supplant the ordinary 
method of telegraphic communication. 
The results se far obtained have been 
uncertain. 
General Greely’s statement is as fol­ 
lows: “ Since the announcement of the 
tests in space telegraphy by Signor 
Marconi two years ago the subject has 
been under consideration by the signal 
corps of the army, and recently experi­ 
ments have been begun with the object 
of thoroughly testing the value of this 
means of communication for military 
and other governmental purposes. 
“ Special apparatus has been designed 
and constructed for these tests, which 
have already shown sufficient promise 
to 
warrant further and 
systematic 
trials. 
In view of great public interest 
and in order to facilitate experiments 
by other scientists in the United States 
it is deemed proper to put forth this 
statement of operations to the present 
time: 
“ Transm itter.—In the experiments 
thus far several forms of transmitters 
tor the generation of the H essian waves 
have been used, and much promise has 
been realized from the use of a large 
alternating current coil in oil as a gen­ 
erator instead of the ordinary Rbum- 
korff coil employed by Marconi.

horsepower rotary transformer, furnish­ 
ing 125 volts alternating potential, ana 
this arrangement makes a very power­ 
ful and efficient source of Hertsian radi­ 
ation.

Americana generally may justly fee 
proud. 
Four million dollars worth of 
American bicycles will during the fis­ 
cal year alaunt to end go to European 
countries—countries in which the m an­ 
ufacturing industries antedate by gen 
orations those of the United States. To 
France, with all her skilled workmen 
and ingenuity, exportations 
Am eri­ 
can bicycles in the fiscal year 1899 will 
be more than double in value th o se of 
1897. while the fact th at there has been 
a general lowering of prices indicates 
that in numbers the increase has been 
verv much greater. 
To Germany the 
exportations of bicycles in 1899 will be 
60 per cent in excess of those of 
though something less than those of 
1898 
To other countries on the conti­ 
nent of Europe the bicycle exports of 
1899 are 50 per cent in excess of those 
of last year or the year before. 
To the 
United Kingdom the bicycle exports of 
the year are materially less than those 
of 1898 as measured by values, though

prices probably accounts 
for much of the apparent reduction as 
shown by the figures whch give values

One curious aud interesting fact in 
regard to the exports of bicycles illus­ 
trates the general tendency of our ex­ 
port trade in manufactures.

This is the force ttbe revolhtaoauierv 
tenders have set in motion and which 
now holds them in its relentless grasp. 
There is not wanting evidence that its 
•strength was tested by Aguinaldo im­ 
mediately after the failure of his a^tack 
on Manila and hie disastrous defeat at 
Caloocan showed him his inability to 
fight the Americans successfully. There 
were rumors that Aguinaldo had been 
deposed because he sent emissaries to 
General Otis to consult about peace, and 
that Montenegro had been made com­ 
mander of tile .army. 
This proved not 
bi be wholly true, but it appears that 
Montenegro, an ament revolutionist, 
though but h bellboy at the Lala botel 
before the war, had the Katapunans 
behind him, and was strong enough to 
dictate the policy of the president, who 
had either to go on with the war or be­ 
come a refugee himself, with the possi­ 
bility cf Katapnnan vengeance seeking 
him out wherever be might gt;. Monte­ 
negro has been killed, and this is one of 
the elments that must be considered in 
estimating the length of time the pres­ 
ent state of affairs will continue. 
Having created a force he could not 
control, Aguinaldo, in order to hold his 
prestige and be in a position to reap 
any personal advantage in the settle­ 
ment of the difficulty, was compelled 
to issue another proclamation of eternal 
war aud go on with the fight. 
It was 
the Katapunans who organized the up­ 
rising in Manila on Feb. 22, and set 
the tires that burned so many houses 
and native huts in the Santa Cruz, 
Ti/lido and San Nicholas districts, and 
it was they who set the torch to Mala- 
bon, Malolos and every village and 
town Jthey have evacuated before the 
battle line of the Americans reached 
them. 
After the battle of MaLabon I 
talked with half a dozen wounded Fili­ 
pinos, aud every one of them said he 
either had to fight or he would be kill­ 
ed. 
A short distance from Malaboo 23 
dead men were found, each with his 
head nearly severed from his body, and 
natives said they had been killed by the 
K atapunans for refusing to fight. 
Yesterday I was with a scouting 
party in the direction of Santa Maria, 
a town occupied by about 500 insurgent 
soldiers, near the foothills. 
I had with 
me several copies of the proclamation 
issued by the American commissioners. 
We approached within half a mile of 
the town and within 500 yards of an 
insurgent outpost. 
All the natives fled 
as we advanced, except one old man, 
who remained in his house. I gave him 
two of the proclamations, printed in 
Tagalog and Spanish, and asked him to 
see that they were 
taken to Santa 
Maria. He promised, but said the K a t­ 
apunans would cut his throat, and that 
they killed everybody who did anything 
to bring about peace. 
Nevertheless the insurgent arm y is 
disintegrating. 
Noncombatants 
are 
coming through the lines and returning 
to their homes or to where the cold 
ashes indicate the locaticn of 
their 
former homes, and some of them freely 
admit that they have been soldiers, but 
against their will, which latter may not 
have been true in the beginning. 
Two 
days ago a well dressed and gentleman­ 
ly young mestizo came in. 
He talked 
good English aud was a fair representa­ 
tive of the higher class Filipinos. 
He 
admitted, without hesitation, that he 
had been an officer in the Filipino army, 
but said he was convinced of the folly 
of fighting the Americans, and that the 
Filipinos would be better off with the 
American authority over them. Ite> said 
that if the Filipino soldiers only knew 
the truth they would desert and go 
home, but that they were told outia- 
geous lies about the cruelty of the Amer­ 
ican, and fox a long time were made to 
believe that they were whipping us and 
that many thousands of our men had 
been killed in battle or perished from 
exposure to the sun. 
T h e y knew now 
that they were beaten, but still thought 
that our losses exceeded theirs, and that 
we could not stand the climate. I asked 
him why he did not tell them the truth, 
aud he simply said. “ Katapnnans, 
shrugged his shoulders, drew his hand 
across his throat and smiled. 
So this is the situation. 
The United 
States grasped the Philippine electric 
battery and cannot let go, and Again 
a Ido grasped the poles of the revolu­ 
tionary electric machine aud cannot 
drop them. 
The leaders of this revolu­ 
tion, except the fanatics that now con­ 
trol the original leaders, went into this 
movement for 
personal gain. 
They 
wanted to force the United States into 
terms with them, or. in case our gov­ 
ernment was bluffed into recognizing 
their so called republic, they had it so 
fixed that it would be a purely oligarch­ 
ical government, with themselves in 
control. They overshot the mark when 
they unloosed the force they now are 
unable to control and are between the 
devil and the deep ae a. 
However, 
think there will be no more Merlons 
fighting, that the insurgent army will 
gradually disintegrate, that the Kata 
penang will steadily lose strength and 
power to terrify the people, even if they 
keep up a guerrilla warfare for a time, 
and that a peace will be established by 
the time the rainy season sets in whit n 
a garrison of 20,000 men can m aintain 
The practical ending of the war brings

W OLVES SWARM IN CANADA.

Au enormous increase in the number 
of wolves is reported from many parts 
of Canada. 
The most common variety 
in Canada is the great gray wolf, and 
its reappearance in the lumber districts 
of the upper Ottawa has created a good 
deal -cdf alarm among settlers and lum ­ 
bermen in sparsely inhabited districts. 
A num ber cf wolves have been de­ 
stroyed by poison, ami the skins and 
heads of several have been brought to 
Quebec. The only common poison found 
strong enough to kill them is strych­ 
nine. 
Aconite, atropine and corrosive 
sublimate have all proved ineffective. 
About two grains of strychnia is mixed 
with a little tallow, forming a small 
ball, and covered with a coating ot 
grease. 
This is left with a portion of a 
deer s carcass or something of that kind. 
Various reasons are given for the 
present 
increase in 
the number of 
wolves. 
Cine is undoubtedly the aboli­ 
tion of the bounty on their heads paid 
some time ago by the Canadian govern­ 
ment. 
In the Yukon, where they are 
just now a source of great annoyance 
to miners, the ferocious beasts have 
been apparently driven to follow the 
miners nearer to their camps than here­ 
tofore by the decrease in the number 
of moose and caribou, which are being 
killed off by the newcomers, thus de­ 
priving the wolves of their customary 
food. 
So dangerous have they become 
in the Klondike that the government 
of Canada is now employing a part of 
its Northwest mounted police force in 
poisoning them. 
In other parts of the 
country it is said to be the abundance 
of game that is answerable for the re­ 
cent swarms of wolves in the neighbor­ 
hood of civilization. 
The red deer, of 
which the wolves are particularly fond 
and which fall an easy prey when over­ 
taken by them, have multiplied exceed­ 
ingly all over the province of Quebec 
within the last year or two, so that in 
many parts of the country they have 
become a positive injury to farmers by 
feeding upon their crops. This increase 
in the natural food of the wolves has 
doubtless had much to do with the aug­ 
mentation of their own numbers. They 
follow the deer very frequently right 
out into the clearings, and unless they 
are destroyed will not take long to de­ 
plete the country of game. It is a well 
known fact that much of the suffering 
and distress of the Montagna is Indians 
of Canada in the interior of Labrador 
and of the consequent decrease iii their 
number bas been due to the great havoc 
wrought by wolves among the caribou 
upon which they feed.—New York Hun.
